City had 48 
homicides in 
2011: Police 


Deadly year. Husband 
set New Year’s Eve 
house fire that killed 
couple: Police 


Edmonton’s homicide detec¬ 
tives have added a 48th case 
to the city’s 2011 death toll. 

Rukmani Prasad, 60, died 
in a blaze near 147 Avenue 
and 32 Street the afternoon 
of Dec. 31, 2011, after police 
say the fire was deliberately 
set and accelerated with gaso¬ 


line. 

EPS Staff Sgt. Bill Clark 
said on Tuesday murder char¬ 
ges would apply had hus¬ 
band, Surendra Prasad, not 
died Feb. 25 from injuries 
suffered in the fire he set to 
kill her. 

“It would have been a 
first-degree murder charge, 
no doubt, but we’re not go¬ 
ing to go into motive or all 
the evidence of that because 
the case is now closed,” said 
Clark. 

Surendra’s death is 

deemed accidental. 


Homicide Det. Sharon 
Bach said the probe involved 
a lot of work. 

“There was a joint investi¬ 
gation with our fire investiga¬ 
tors with the arson unit and 
the homicide unit and at the 
end of it, the conclusion was 
it was homicide,” she said. 

Fire Capt. Joe Koreman 
said forensic tests took two 
months to reveal the gaso¬ 
line. Police said there was 
no evidence Rukmani was 
restrained or given an54:hing 
toxic.

Eligible University of Alberta 
students in spring and summer 
classes could be provided with 
a U-Pass come 2013 should a 
referendum pass in this week’s 
Students’ Union election. 

Patricia Waisman, transpor¬ 
tation services director with 
Edmonton Transit, said a pilot 
program with graduate stu¬ 
dents began last year and will 
continue this year, while the 
vote could expand it. 

“Based on the success of 
the 2011 program, there was 
enough interest by the univer¬ 
sity’s undergraduate adminis¬ 
tration to take it forward (for 
those students),” said Waisman. 

Education student Kaylee 
Galipeau, 21, is taking two 
classes this spring, and thinks 
one pass for spring and another 
for summer is ideal. 


U-Pass users 


• Monthly cost. The current 
cost per semester for a 
U-Pass, valid in Edmonton, 
St. Albert and Strathcona 
County, is $125 per student 
with minimal opt-out 
options. 


• Eligibility. It is expected 
8,000 U of A graduate 
students are eligible for the 
spring and summer pass this 
year, while between 7,000 
and 9,000 undergraduate 
students would be. 


• Usage. This semester, about 
55,000 U of A, Grant Mac- 
Ewan University and NAIT 
students use the U-Pass. 


“I think that would be best, 
but the U-Pass in general is a 
good deal,” she said. 

Physical therapy grad stu¬ 
dent lisa Romaniuk now has 
the year-roimd U-Pass, but said 
May to August access “would 
have been nice in imdergrad.” 

The UASU could not provide 
comment, as it is an election 
issue, said external communi¬ 
cations advisor Jonathan Taves.

GOP. Rivals slug it out 
in 10-state race that 
will help decide the 
Republican party’s 
presidential candidate 


Mitt Romney forged another 
difficult path to victory on 
Tuesday, winning a handful 
of states on so-called Super 
Tuesday but in a death match 
for the delegate-rich crown 
jewel of Ohio with Rick San- 
torum, his closest rival for 
the Republican presidential 
nomination. 

On the biggest single day 
in the roller-coaster ride that 
is the Republican presiden¬ 
tial race, Romney crushed 
the competition in Massa¬ 
chusetts, where he served as 
governor for four years, and 
also handily won Virginia, 
Vermont and Idaho. 

Santorum, meantime, 
won in Tennessee and Okla¬ 
homa, where his stances on 
hot-button social issues play 
well with those states’ Chris¬ 
tian evangelical voters, and 
in North Dakota, a state in 
the midst of an oil boom. 

But there was an epic bat¬ 
tle for the biggest political 
prize of the night — blue- 
collar Ohio, a crucial swing

State in presidential elec¬ 
tions. 

Santorum bested Romney 
in early results for most of 
the night, but the Mormon 
millionaire finally was pull¬ 
ing away in the state’s urban 
areas, on his way to eking 
out a win on a day he’d hoped 
would catapult him out of 
reach of his opponents. 

He acknowledged that the 
path to Super Tuesday hadn’t 
been easy in a speech in Bos¬ 
ton after winning the Massa¬ 
chusetts primary. 

“It’s been a long road get¬ 
ting to Super Tuesday, I’ve 
got to be honest,” he said. 

“I’m not going to let you 
down; I’m going to get this 
nomination. We’re going 
to take your vote, this huge 
vote in Massachusetts, and 
take that victory all the way 
to the White House.”

Rafferty is now on trial, 
having pleaded not guilty to 
first-degree murder, sexual 
assault causing bodily harm 
and kidnapping.

RBC 
settlement to reimburse 
half of victims’ losses 


Scores of people defrauded in 
a high-profile Quebec pyramid 
scheme will be reimbursed for 
roughly half of what they lost, 
thanks to an out-of-court settle¬ 
ment annoimced Tuesday. 

Victims of financial fraudster 
Earl Jones reached the $17-mil¬ 
lion settlement in their class-ac¬ 
tion lawsuit with the Royal Bank 
of Canada, the bank said. 

The sum represents just 
imder half the amoimt of $40 
million that victims had been 
seeking in their lawsuit. 

“(This) is the result of many 
months of discussion between 
RBC and the class-plaintifis and 
seeks to address some of the 


financial difiiculties the class- 
plaintifis faced as a result of 
entrusting Mr. Jones with their 
financial afiairs,” a statement 
said. 

The bank added that the pro¬ 
posed settlement amoimt will 
not be final until the court-ap¬ 
proval process is completed and 
is not material to RBC earnings. 

Much of the $50 million 
initially lost by Jones’ clients 
was held at an RBC branch on 
Montreal’s West Island. Victims 
claimed the bank was neghgent 
and should have been able to 
act on irregular behaviour from 
Jones — something the bank de

What do spiritual gums and 
comedy have in common? 
More than you might think. 
Deepak Chopra, possibly 


the world’s most famous 
gum, says, “When your soul 
responds to the paradox of 
our existence, to the contra¬ 
dictions of our existence, to 
the fact that wherever there 
is joy there is suffering, when 
your soul recognizes this, it 
can do nothing except laugh.” 

In other words, chuckle — 
it’s good for your soul. 

These are words to live 
by, particularly if you are Ed¬ 
die Murphy in A Thousand 
Words, opening this week¬ 
end. In this comedy, Murphy 
plays a shady literary agent 
who cheats a spiritual guru in 
a business deal. His punish¬ 
ment teaches him the value 
of every word that comes out 


of his mouth. 

A Thousand Words isn’t 
the first comedy to go gaga 
for gums. 

In the 1968 counter-cul¬ 
ture hit I Love You, Alice B. 
Toklas!, Peter Sellers plays 
a 30-something who visits 
a maharishi for enlighten¬ 
ment. “You will know your¬ 
self when you stop trying,” 
he is told. “I’m trying to stop 
trying,” Sellers replies. 

A year later came The 
Gum, a movie that echoed 
the real-life musical journey 
of Beatle George Harrison’s 
internship with Ravi Shan¬ 
kar. Michael York starred as a 
famous British rock ‘n’ roller 
who travels from London to 


Bombay to study sitar at the 
feet of guru Ustad Zafar Khan. 

Director James Ivory (who 
along with producer Ismail 
Merchant would go on to 
make Howard’s End and The 
Remains of the Day) called 
The Gum “the most unseen 
and mysterious of our movies 
... Merchant Ivory’s version 
of a ‘60s trip.” 

Sharing a title is the 2002 
Jimi Mistry film about a young 
Indian man who moves to 
New York with dreams of be¬ 
coming an actor but instead 
becomes a sex gum who 
doles out catchphrases such 
as, “the most powerful sexual 
organ is your brain.” 

In The Love Guru, Mike 


Myers mixed gross-out hu¬ 
mour with spiritualism, a 
combo that proved toxic for 
both audiences and critics. 

Even Mike’s own gum 
agreed it flopped. “Humour 
mixed with spirituality can 
work, if it’s done well,” Deep¬ 
ak Ghopra, who has a cameo 
in the film, said. “But frankly 
speaking, this was not a good 
attempt.” 

So what exactly do gums 
and comedy have in com¬ 
mon? 

Myers says he learned 
from Ghopra that “ha ha” is 
related to “ah ha,” the sound 
one makes upon the realiza¬ 
tion of tmth.” Maybe it’s that 
simple.

Vera Perez, now a 65-year- 


old ambulance driver, 
said the Vocho was much 
cheaper to run than the big 
American cars that made up 
the majority of the city’s taxi 
fleet in those days. 

He also argued that the 
Bugs made the city’s streets 
safer, noting they were slow, 
fragile and noisy. “Today the 
cars (used as taxis) are big¬ 
ger, and they drive faster,” 
he said. 

“Before, they drove more 
cautiously, because any ac¬ 
cident would destroy them.”

Mexico City 
bids adieu to 
its beloved 
Bug taxis 


Change. The last of 
the iconic VW vehicles 
were manufactured in 
2003. Their taxi licenses 
expire this year 


Mexico’s capital is ready to 
stomp out its iconic Volkswa¬ 
gen “Bug” taxis. 

OflBcials said last week that 
the last of the old-style VW 
Beetles will have their cab 
licences expire by the end 
of the year, marking the end 
of an adventurous if imcom- 
fortable part of Mexico City 
life. 

The roimded, two-door 
sedan nicknamed the Bug — in 
Mexico, it’s a “Vocho” — has 
long been an informal symbol 
of this sprawling city; a tough, 
rattiing reflection of its gritty 
urbanity and chaotic streets. 

At its height in 2006, the 
little VWs accoimted for almost 
half of all taxis in Mexico City, 
with about 50,000 cruising the 
streets. Today, there are only 
about 3,500 of the privately 
owned and operated Bugs 
among 130,000 taxis. 

Victor Ramirez, director 
of taxi services for the city’s 
transport department, said 
time has run out for the classic 
VW design that evolved from 
the original Beetle of 1930s 
Germany. 

The model hasn’t been 


manufactured since 2003, 
when the last one rolled off an 
assembly line in the Mexican 
state of Puebla. 

For safety reasons, Mexico 
City began mandating four- 
door taxis in 2003. So the 
Beetles that entered service in 
2002 are the last to operate as 
cabs. Most car models are lim¬ 
ited by the city to eight years 
of service as taxis, but the Bug 
was allowed a 10-year run — 
and that ends with 2012. 

Despite their role as icons, 
the VW taxis have never won 
plaudits for comfort. Drivers 
remove the front passenger 
seat so customers can get in 
more easily, leaving only the 
imgenerous back seat. 

And with no front seat, 
there is httle to stop the pas¬ 
senger from being thrown 
forward in a mishap, Ramirez 
noted. 

“If they slammed on the 
brakes and you weren’t wear¬ 
ing a seat belt, you wound up 
in the windshield,” he said. 
“The government mandated 
four-door cars, with trunks, 
to ensure passengers’ 
safety.” 

For a time, in the 1990s 
and early 2000s, Bug taxis 
were notorious as a robbery 
trap. Because there were 
only two doors, muggers or 
kidnappers could push their 
way through the passenger 
door, leaving the passenger 
no way to escape.

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Rockwell exhibit 
brings Americana 
to Winnipeg 


Art. Iconic illustrations 
that romanticized 
American life make 
their debut in Canada 
at the Winnipeg 
Art Gallery 


The man whose very name 
evokes an idealized and nostal¬ 
gic picture of all things Amer¬ 
ican is making his first — and 
only—major foray north of the 
border. 

But anyone hving outside of 
Winnipeg will have to travel to 
see Norman Rockwell’s unique 
view of American life in person. 
All of his iconic illustrations — 
which appeared primarily on 
the cover of The Saturday Even¬ 
ing Post magazine for alinost 50 
years — and many of his most 
seminal paintings are on tour 
and making their one and only 
Canadian stop at the Winnipeg 
Art Gallery. 


The exhibit, which runs 
until May 20, is expected to 
draw not only visitors from 
across Canada but also many 
from the northern United 
States. 

“Rockwell—beyond captur¬ 
ing American life ideas, issues 
and politics — was able to en¬ 
capsulate much of the 20th 
century, which is often called, 
in the world of art, America’s 
century,” said Stephen Boiys, 
executive director of the gal¬ 
lery. 

“To have one artist follow¬ 
ing the development of a na¬ 
tion, of a people, from the first 
decade of the 20th century to 
the eighth decade is extraordin¬ 
ary.” 

Many of Rockwell’s pieces 
have become legendary for 
their Leave It To Beaver reflec¬ 
tion of small-town America. 
Rockwell’s work often shurmed 
social conflict, presenting ro¬ 
manticized and humorous de¬ 
pictions of family life.

It has been said that the eyes 
are the window to the soul. 
In automotive terms, perhaps

More specifically, Honda’s 
eight-passenger Pilot that was 
redesigned for the 2009 model 
year projected a go-an 3 ^here 
strength and ruggedness. 

Too tough, maybe. A re¬ 
style for 2012 softens the look 
for friendlier, more aesthetic¬ 
ally pleasing demeanor. 

Added to the grille adjust¬ 
ment, the Pilot receives new 
headlamps along with new 
and repositioned turn signals 
and a revised front air dam 


that reduces fuel-robbing 
aerod 3 mamic drag. 

What remains pretty much 
hidden from view is the Pilot’s 
familial connection to Hon¬ 
da’s premium-division Acura 
MDX. 

Both of these unique wag¬ 
ons share the same basic 
platform, but from that point 
the comparison pretty much 
ends. 

The Pilot’s squared-off 
shape reinforces its sport util¬ 
ity-vehicle leanings, although 
ground-clearance hmitations 


restrict the ftm to boulder- 
free terrain and shin-deep - as 
opposed to knee-deep - mud. 
Even so, fording a 48-centi- 
metre-deep body of standing 
water is apparently no prob¬ 
lem for this rig. 

Taken in its entirety, the 
modestly tweaked 2012 Pilot 
isn’t a whole lot different. 

But in a category where 
impressions count, this Hon¬ 
da puts its best face forward 
and backs it up with sufficient 
comfort and capabihty to win 
the day.

“The MKZ concept is an indi¬ 
cation of where we want to take 
the brand going forward, and it 
certainly doesn’t have any aes¬ 
thetic link to any Lincoln of the 
past,” noted Wolff. 

“We want to start commimi- 
cating that a bit more, that 
Lincoln is a progressive luxuiy 
brand and we’re looking for¬ 
ward more so than backwards.” 

Buick is another domestic 
luxuiy brand hoping to attract 
a younger demographic, and 


it also appears to be leaning 
on young design talent to get 
there. 

At the Detroit auto show I 
met Magdelena Kokoszynsku, 
one of the interior designers 
for Buick’s new, compact cross¬ 
over, called Encore. 

Young and female, she 
seems an antithesis to what one 
might perceive to be the typical 
Buick target customer, but she 
begs to differ... 

“Our generation doesn’t yet 
have that relationship (with 
Buick).

Buick recruited the native 
New Yorker directly from art 
school. 

Another force pushing 
American luxuiy makes for¬ 
ward, whether they hke it or 
not, is the global nature of the 
auto industry. 

They need to create vehicles 
that speak to luxuiy custom¬ 
ers in eveiy part of the world, 
and not just those white-panted 
golfers in the Sunshine State. 


Giving small cars some serious attitude 


Small cars were looking more 
sleek and sporty at the Gen¬ 
eva Auto Show on Tuesday as 
global automakers strugghng 
to make a profit in Europe 
tried to entice consumers to 
look past the continent’s eco¬ 
nomic gloom. 

Ford premiered the B-Max, 
a subcompact aimed at fam¬ 
ilies, while Mercedes is look¬ 
ing for younger buyers - read 
under 50 - for the new A Glass. 
Audi rolled out the third-gen¬ 
eration in its A3 series, which 
15 years ago was the first com¬ 
pact in the premium market. 

Fiat launched its 500L, an 


elongated version of the tiny

give it a more aggressive look. 
Peugeot is setting an auto¬ 
motive standard by making 
its new 208 smaller than its 
predecessor. 

The launches are a far ciy 
from the days when small cars 
were spartan money-savers. 
While remaining easy on fuel 
consumption and light on 
emissions, these models are 
tooled with the latest safety 
features and touches of luxury

Life is comfortable inside the 
H 5 mndai Elantra GLS. 

It’s quiet too, except for 
the flipping-map-page sounds 
that my wife Lisa Calvi is 
making. 

We are relaxed and joke 
about all the things we’ll do 
on our escape from North 
America’s gloomy, frozen 
winter. 

Traffic is speedy on the 
four-lane freeway and even 
though the cruise control is 
set precisely at the 120 km/h 
speed limit, almost every car 
on the road is passing us. In 
the late afternoon the sun is 
high, looking more hke noon. 

My mind wanders then 
focuses on the last time 1 
drove this Chilean section of 
the Pan American Highway. 
That was 25 years ago and 
instead of motoring south 
to the Colchugua Valley in a 
nimble and sporty Elantra, 
it was north in a diesel pick¬ 
up truck. It wasn’t my loving 
wife beside me but burley 
Montana-based Rolling Stone 
magazine writer Tim Cahill. 

The interior of the Elan¬ 
tra is neat and tidy. There’s 
perfect instrumentation, my 
iPhone on the centre con¬ 
sole and laptop computers in 
the back seat beside a Nikon 
digital camera.

Santa Cruz, hub of the Col¬ 
chugua Valley winery area, 
settled into the cosy Hotel 
TerraVina in an hour. Our big¬ 
gest problem will be deciding 
whether to try the upscale 
Italian Restaurant across the 
vineyard or the cute Peruvian 
one down the road for a late 
sunset dinner. 

Twenty-five years ago 
when Tim and I were at this 
point in the first production 
1988 CMC 3500 diesel Sierra 
pick-up, things were differ¬ 
ent. We had driven non-stop 
for three days from Ushuaia 
on the Argentina side of Tier- 
ra del Fuego, about the same 
duration since Lisa and I ar¬ 
rived in Santiago. 

The Sierra was filthy inside 
and out.

“Take the Carrtera del 
Vino exit four kilometres 
past San Fernando then its 
about 45 minutes to the ho¬ 
tel.” Lisa snaps me out of the 
daydream. 

Over the next week we 
slip into vacation mode as 
every day seems like two. 
With sunset close to 10 p.m. 


winter days are long that far 
south of the equator. Life at 
Hotel TerraVina surrounded 
by a seemingly endless vine¬ 
yard is relaxed. 

A week in Chile’s premium 
wine-making area tucked in 
the Andean foothills 200 kilo¬ 
metres south of the sprawl¬ 
ing capital Santiago is like an 
all-inclusive holiday, indeed. 
However, rather than being 


trapped in the confines of a 
Caribbean or Mexican beach 
resort with throngs of North 
American vacationers, Col- 
chagua Valley with its meand¬ 
ering back roads, superb win¬ 
eries and funky commercial 
hub, Santa Cruze, is a resort 
all its own. 

On the 11th day, we load 
the H 3 mndai for the three- 
hour drive back to Santiago 


and our flight home. As I set 
the Elantra’s cruise control at 
120 km/h, I look over at Lisa.

Common Issues 


The big issue with this car 
is the gearbox. The problem 
isn’t necessarily a mechan¬ 
ical defect but a software 
issue within the transmission 
computer. 

An update was made 
available at dealerships, but 
results seem mixed at best. 

Be sure to ‘feel’ the ES you’re 
driving for signs of sloppy 
gearshifts, hesitation or hard 
shifting. 

Have these issues rem¬ 
edied if they’re present, 
before agreeing to purchase. 

Also, have the ES you’re 
considering checked for 
proper alignment, and be 
sure all interior electronics 
work as expected. The condi¬ 
tion of the tires and brakes 
should be checked as well. 


Verdict 


O Early models got 
Toyota’s 3.0 litre V6 
with 210 horsepower and 
220 Ib.-ft of torque.
